The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: independent 
claims 1, 6, 23, 41 and the respective dependent claims are allowed because the 
instant invention requires weaving fabrics from fill yarns that are directly fed through 
outside payout to the loom from forming packages, skipping the winding stage to 
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bobbins as in prior art processes. This takes into account applicant's specific definition 
of "forming package" and "outside payout" as understood in the fiberglass industry and 
specifically recited by applicant in remarks dated 1 1/16/2006. With this specific 
definition for "forming package" the claim language, in essence, is a negative limitation 
excluding the use of bobbins (defined by applicant as type of yarn package that is 
wound from so called "forming packages") wound from yarn from "forming packages", 
which are commonly the normal process flow in the art of fiberglass woven fabrics. The 
instant invention decreases process steps by foregoing the so-called "bobbin-winding 
step", decreases yarn twist (desirable in fiberglass weaving), and provides so-called 
"outside payout" decreasing abrasion of the fiberglass yarns.
